LONDON, June 10.--The St. James Ga- 


zette this afternoon publishes a long editorial 
pointing out the hopelessness of any further 
Spanish resistance.

"There is no need of invasion, but the 


mere presence of a strong armament on the 
coast of Spain, which the Spanish navy 
couldn't drive off, would produce a tremen- 
dous effect.

anchorages where the Americans could re- 
coal with leisure. 
Of course there are pow- 


ers in Europe who would witness the opera- 
tion with great disgust, but if the Americans 
are going to be frightened by the vague ab- 
straction called'Europe' they must be very 
timid. Let them consult the Sultan and re- 
member that England is their 'Russia' for the 
time being."

•pake of tho gient work of Savonarola, 
comparing It to that of tbe ancient 
maityrs of Christ and said that the fact 
that tho Florentine existed ut HO moout a 
period made him no lets one of the 
strongest and bravest defenders of Mia 
true God and tho right. Tho people 
know too llttlo of bin great work 
In 


following tho life of the subject of the 
oration tho speaker told bow when Flor- 
ence was gunk in tbo deepest crime he 
started cut on big reformation. In tho 
face of death ho pi cached his dooltluoe 
until he made the people hear him and 
finally h|8 work was felt not ouly In Flor- 
onoo but throughout Europe 
'X'ho peo- 


ple wore cowardly and none dared raise 
thotr volci-3 against power, but Savonarola 
frightened them until they turned tholr 
eyeri Into their 
Innermost souls. Be 


might havo taken rovongo upon his 
enemies and established power and wealth 
for himself but, this ho did not do. Tbe 
simple friar did n'l for tho world that 
was then possible. When, In 1170, as a 
boy, 
ho abandoned self and entered a 


monastery tho great reformation of Eu 
ropo was begun. 


At tho close of tho oration Miss Nelson
